the community which It serves.—Maryland Commlanlota. 


It must bo borne in mind that to give proper and satisfactory 


service a company must receive sufficient revenue to meet the de- 
mands made upon it. If it fails in this respect, some one must suf- 
fer. 
It may be the stockholders and it may be the public. This 


should not be the case. Both should be properly provided for, the 
public by having good service jmd the stockholder by having a fair 
return upon his investment.—New York Commission, Second Dis- 
trict. 


It is time to realize that good service can be obtained only by 


just and equitable treatment of the utilities.—Oregon Commission.

LIGHT AND COAL FIGURES 


It may have been that the Electric Corn- 


pan} , for a brief period, were losing money. We 
are inclined to believe they were, but we doubt 
it very seriously at the present time and will 
state the reasons. 


The amount that the Electric Light Com- 


pany claims to have lost in any one month is in 
the neighborhood of $2000. Within the past 
three months the wholesale price of coalhas drop- 
ped $1.74. Within the same period, freight has 
risen on the coal to the amount of $0.76 per ton. 
This makes a net reduction on coal of $1.00 per 
ton, or in other words a net gain to the Electric 
Light Company on coal of $1.00 per ton. 
The 


Electric Light Company uses 7,000 tons per 
month, at the amount of $1.00 per ton it would 
be a gain thereby of $7,000 per month. Sub- 
tracting its loss of $2,000 and it would be making 
a profit of $5,000 per month. 


This is double the amount that the Electric 


Light Company would make, so it claims, from 
the increase in the price of current for the city. 
Not only is this true, but the price of bituminous 
coal will unquestionably go down before spring. 
These figures the people should think over.
